Trum- 
peters, both old and young, havea black bill, 
whitethe adult whistling swan usually Kas a 
black bill with a yellow spot on the side at the 
base. However, some whistlers lack the yellow 


The legs and feet of whistling swans are 
black, while those of trumpeters are yellowish, 
changing to putty-color with age. If the feet 
are visible, then their color is perhaps the best 
distinguishing feature to use in the field. 

In¢-Some cases only dissection may serve to 
positively identify the bird. “Both species have 
a long, convolated windpipe which passes for 
part of its length through the hollow breast- 
bone. In the trumpeter swan the windpipe is 
looped vertically to produce a large bulge on 
the upper side of the breast-bone—a feature 
that is Jacking im the whistling swan. 

Chances are, then, that any wild swans seen 
around Vancouver Island are whistlers, but 
there is always the possibility that they are the 
rarer species, Close scrutiny and the opinions 
of several birdwatchers are necessary before 
a decision can be reach. 

One other bird may confuse the picture—the 
introduced mute swan--which is present on a 
few lakes around Victoria. Mute swans, how- 
@ver, may be distinguished from the native 
birds by the rather prominent swelling at the 
base of the bill, 

These domesticated birds also carry the neck 
in a graceful curve (wild ones have a straight 

neck) and the wings are held in an elevated 
position above the back. Since a few of the
